Claims 1-20 have been canceled. Claims 21-24 are newly added. Claims 21-24 
are pending.

(h) BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE SEVERAL VIEWS OF THE DRAWING(S).

Claim Objections 

3. The claims are objected to because they are not written according to 
MPEM provided proper format and language. See MPEP § 608.01 (m) for 

guideline. 

4. Claims 21 -24 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. 
Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the 
claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
instant specification failed to provide enough description so that an ordinary skill 
in the art would be able to fully comprehend the claimed invention. 
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6. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly 
connected, to make and/or use the invention. The instant specification failed to 
enable the claimed invention. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

8. Claims 21-24 are rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner 
required by 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional 
or operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must 
be clearly and positively specified. The structure must be organized and 
correlated in such a manner as to present a complete operative device. The 
claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the 
patent(s) cited. 

9. Claims 21-24 provides for the use of PABX or EPABX, but, since the claim 
does not set forth any steps involved in the method/process, it is unclear what 
method/process applicant is intending to encompass. A claim is indefinite where 
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it merely recites a use without any active, positive steps delimiting how this use is 
actually practiced. 

Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed 
recitation of a use, without setting forth any steps involved in the process, results 
in an improper definition of a process, i.e., results in a claim which is not a proper 
process claim under 35 U.S.C. 101 . See for example Ex parte Dunki, 153 
USPQ 678 (Bd.App. 1967) and Clinical Products, Ltd. v. Brenner, 255 F. 
Supp. 131, 149 USPQ 475 (D.D.C. 1966). 

10. Claims 21-24 recite the limitation "the invention" "the extension box" "the 
other side" "the PABX" "the communication" "its" "the network side". There are 
insufficient antecedent basis for these limitations in the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1 1 . Claims 21 -24 are rejected under 35 U .S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Boot et al. (U.S. 5,896,377) hereinafter referred as Boot. 

As the examiner best understands claim 21 , Boot teaches the invention 
wherein the extension box or node (40) is external to the PABX or EPABX (50) 
(abstract. Column 1, lines 5-25). 
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As the examiner best understands claim 22, Boot teaches the external box 
or node (40) set forth in Claim 21 contains broadband interfaces (80, 90, 1 00 and 
110) and is connected via twisted wire (70) to various digital access devices (10, 
20 and 30) on one side and is connected to a PABX or EPABX (50) via optical 
cable (60) or twisted wire (70) on the other side, as illustrated in Figures 1 and 2 
(abstract. Column 1, lines 5-25). 

As the examiner best understands claim 23, Boot teaches the invention 
wherein the external box or node (40) and its functionality is integrated within the 
PABX or EPABX (50) as illustrated in Figure 3 (abstract, Column 1 , lines 5-25). 

As the examiner best understands claim 24, Boot teaches the integrated 
architecture implementation set forth in Claim 23 houses the broadband 
interfaces (80, 90, 100 and 110) within the PABX or EPABX (50) and gets 
connected to digital access devices (10, 20 and 30) via twisted wire (70) on one 
side and via high speed optical interface (120) on the network side, (abstract. 
Column 1, lines 5-25). 

Examiner's Note: Examiner has cited particular columns and line 
numbers in the references as applied to the claims above for the convenience of 
the applicant. Although the specified citations are representative of the teachings 
of the art and are applied to the specific limitations within the individual claim, 
other passages and figures may apply as well. It is respectfully requested from 
the applicant in preparing responses, to fully consider the references in its 
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entirety as potentially teaching of all or part of the claimed invention, as well as 
the context. 

Response to Arguments 

12. Applicant should submit an argument under the heading "Remarks" 
pointing out disagreements with the examiner's contentions. Applicant must also 
discuss the references applied against the claims, explaining how the claims 
avoid the references or distinguish from them.
